Rlffnt— Pennsylvania Republican, As 


Usual. 


Tuesday was an ideal dsy. 
The 


charming weather invited all males 
who were over 21 years of age and had 
a tax receipt to take advantage of 
their opportunity as citizens of this 
great nation to east their ballots for 
their choice of the men nominated by 
the various political parlies. Despite 
Dame Nature's cordial invitation there 
was a comparatively light vote polled, 
because, the knowing ones explain, 
this is an "off year." 


Although there mere elections in 


more than a dozen states interest was 
centered in the political contests in 
Ohio, Kentucky, Maryland and Ne- 
braska, where for the last three 
months vigorous^campaigns have been 
carried on. 


In Maryland the entire state ticket 


was elected by a majority of abou' 
15,000. Tbe house of representatives 
will be Democratic by alarge majority. 
The senate will be close. 


The Nebraska Fusionists, 
whose 


came was championed by Hon. Will- 
iam J. B-yan, won their fight. Returns 
indicate the election of Silas A. Hoi 
comb, candidate 
for judge of the 


state supreme court, and head of the 
Fusion ticket, by 10,000 to 12,000 plu- 
rality over M B. Reese, Republican. 


When we went to press the figures 


from Kentucky were not sufficiently 
complete to allow of a definite state- 
ment. Democrats and Republicans both 
claim the victory. 
Goebel and Tay- 


lor have both sent out letters thank- 
ing the voters for their support which 
led to the election ot the party's candi- 
date. 


Nearly complete unofficial returns 


indicate that the plurality of Judge 
Nash, Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor of Ohio, will be about 50,000, 
and that Jones, Independent, 
drew 


two votes from McLean, Democrat. 
to one from the Republicans, and had 
15,000 plurality in Senator Hanna'o 
home county. 


THE KEYSTOSE STATE. 


The balloting in Pennsylvania re- 


sulted in tbe election of the Republic- 
an state ticket—James E. Barnett for 
state treasurer, J. Hay Brown for ji:s- 
tiee of the supreme court, and John I 
Mitchell for justice of the superior 
court. Stephen Leslie Mestrezat,Dem- 
ocrat, was also elected a justice of the 
supreme court, the party being enti- 
tled to one member. 


William T. Creasy, the Democratic 


candidate for state treasurer, 
ran 


ahead of the other candidates on the 
ticket, his opponent, Barnett, being 
heavily cut by anti-machine Republic- 
ans all over the state. The returns in- 
dicate that Barnett will hftve about 
109,000 majority. 


The vote in Philadelphia showed a 


material falling off from that polled 
for governor in November last, the Re- 
publicans remaining away from the 
polls in considerably larger numbers 
than the Democrats. Barnett carried 
the city by probably 30,000 majority, 
while in November last Stone, for gov- 
ernor, had about 83,000 majority over 
Jenks, his Democratic opponent. 


OTHER STATES 


In the other states where elections 


were held on Tuesday there were no 
startling surprises. The general re- 
sults were the same as in previous po- 
litical battles with the exception that 
in the Republican states the plurali- 
ties were greatly reduced Returns 
from the states in which the contests 
took place will be found in this issue 
of THE GAZETTE. 


THE COUXTl'. 


In Bedford county the large Repub- 


lican, majority was greatly reduced 
and, through the grace of the statutes 
of the state, two Democratic candidates 
were saved from the wreck. The for- 
tunate one1! are Abraham H. Egolf, 
of Napier, county commissioner, and 
JVanklin P. Birton, -jf East Providence 
•township, county auditor. The Demo- 
crats put up a strong fight and have 
no reason to be discouraged by the 
result of Tuesday's election. The big 
gains they made remove many pounds 
of the heavy handicap resting upon 
their shoulders and they face the 
future with confidence and courage. 
The unofficial returns published on the 
fourth page of THE GAZETTE tell an in- 
teresting story of tbe battle of the 
ballots.

Ellis H. Roberts, treasurer of the 


United States, in his annual report to 
Secretary Gage, says: . "The,effectrr.of, 
tbe new revenue'law is shown in the 
receipts for the year, in which 'there 
was an increase over 1898 of $55,553,419 
from customs and of 3102,530,520 from 
internal revenue. 
The collections of 


internal revenue were larger than those 
for the previous=year, with the excep- 
tion of 1886, and the total ordinary re- 
ceipts, which amounted to $515,900,620, 
were also the largest on record, with 
the same exception. 
The net ordinary 


expenditures were a little over $605,- 
000,000, an 
amount exceeded only 


twice—in 1863 and 1884. There was a 
deficiency of »89,111,559 in the ordinary 


There were in circulation June 30, 


1898, $286,329 in United States notes, 
898,665,530 in treasury notes, $390,659,- 
080 in silver certificatss, and $223,129,- 
703 in national bank notes. 
On -June 


30, 1899, the amounts were : United 
States notes, 
$310,547,349; treasury 


notes, $92,605,792; silver certificates, 
$401.869,343, and national bank notes, 
$237.832,594. The paper in circulation 
was thus increased during the year by 
$43,828,386, 


The gold coin in circulation steadily 


increased from 8478,771,490, on Septem- 
ber 30,1896, to 8646,501,185 on the same 
date in 1899. 


The holdings of the treasury in gold 


coin and bullion have surpassed all 
previous records, both in gross amount 
and in net excess over outstanding cer- 
tificates. The former gross maximum 
is found in September, 1898, at $332,- 
551,306, and the net maximum before 


1898 
was $318,818,253, in March o( the 


same year 
These figuresrose to$353,- 


003,380 gross and $254.328,821 net, on 
September 30, 1899. On October 1, 


1899, 
the estimated amount of gold in 


circulation was 33 18 per cent, of all 
the corrency.and the gold in the treas- 
ury was 60 44 per cent, of the United 
States notes and treasury notes out- 
standing. 


On August 7, 1809, the issue of gold 


certificates 
was 
resumed after an 


almost uninterrupted suspension from 
April 14, 1893, during

WASHINGTON, 
November 7.—Impe- 


rialism is now bidding for southern 
support, by holding out inducements 
which it is hoped will catch the cotton 
growers and manufacturers. It is now 
semi-officially stated that the admin- 
istration, which claims to have secured 
verbal promises from European gov- 
ernments which have been grabbing 
Chinese territory, that American com- 
merce should enjoy equal privileges 
with their own in all the Chinese ter- 
ritory controlled by them,has demand- 
ed of those governments formal writ- 
ten agreements, to accord with the 
verbal promises, and intends, if the 
demand is not acquiesced in, to back it 
up with force. This is said to have 
been the real reason for the recent 
material strengthening of the Amer- 
ican naval forces at Manila. The same 
statement adroitly 
points out the 


material advantages to the south the 
Chinese trade will give, because of the 
increased demand a.nd, of course, in- 
creased prices for all kinds of cotton 
goods. The men who are manipulat- 
ing imperialism are very sly in putting 
out this bid for southern support. 
They know that the cotton raisers of 
the south have had hard lines of late 
and hope that this promise of better 
times will create an imperialistic sen- 
timent among them. 


The administration has hatched up 


a scheme to commit the country irrev- 
ocably to imperialism. It has already 
begun the work of securing promises 
troin senators and representatives to 
vote for a joint resolution, to be 
offered as soon as congress meets, de- 
claring the intention of this govern- 
ment to permanently retain the Phil- 
ippine islands. Nothing could more 
strongly show the steady growth of 
imperialistic ideas in administration 
circles. 
Only a short time ago Mr. 


McKinley said that he intended, and 
had always intended, that congress 
should decide whether we should keep 
the Philippines. Now he will say to 
congress, in effect, "I have decided to 
keep the Philippines and I demand 
that you shall ratify my decision." 
The reason for this change is obvious 
Mr. McKinley fears that if congress 
takes up this question and thoroughly 
discusses it so many good reasons will 
be presented against our going into the 
colonization business, to the extent of 
keeping the Philippines, that congress 
might decide against their retention. 
Therefore, he will endeavor to head 
off anything like a free discussion by 
saying to congress that it is necessary 
to end the war in the Philippines, that 
this joint resolution should be adopted, 
knowing that if he succeeds, any future 
discussion of the matter iu congress 
will be without effect in determining 
the policy of the government. He will 
have no serious trouble in getting his 
scheme through the house, but the 
anti-imperialists of the senate will 
have something to say before it can be 
put through that body.

A despatch from Huntingdon says

The army inule is 
winning his spurs, 
so to speak, in the 
Anglo-Boer war. 
In the 
affair at 


Ladysmith, in which the Boers cap- 
tured a British battery and two «raek 
regiments, this new aspirant for mili- 
tary honors took a prominent part— 
in fact, was the whole show. Thi» 
arbitrary animal, true to its traditional 
trait, turned against its friends— 
perfidiously betrayed 
the cause of 


Albion. 


General WMts, who was in command 


of the English troops at Ladysmith, 
removes the blame for th» disaster 
from the shoulders of his soldiers and 
places it upon the backs of the army 
mules. In his official account of the 
engagement General White says: "At 
this point two bowlders rolled from 
the hill and a few rifle shots stam- 
peded the infantry ammunition mules. 
The stamped* spread to tha battery 
mules, which broke loose from their 
leaders and got away with practically 
the whole of the gun equipment and 
th» greater portion of the regimental 
small-arm ammunition." The defeat 
and captureof the detachment followed. 
Nothing else could have been expect- 
ed. Even the noted British fire-eater 
can not fight long without ammuni- 
tion. General White's report is an ex- 
planation that explains—it is a state- 
ment that removes the stain of mili- 
tary disgrace front the soldiers of 
Johnny Bull. 


But what of the treacherous mules 


which deserted to the enemy, taking 
with them the guns and ammunition ? 
Bearing in mind the well-earned repu- 
tation of these burden-bearing beasts, 
the news from Ladysmith is surprising, 
to say the l»ast. Mules have been. 
known to be quite handy with their 
heels in another way, on various and 
numerous occasions, but the use they 
put them to in South Africa was an 
innovation pure aud simple. It is the 
consensus of opinion of all who have 
been on familiar terms with his mulish 
majesty that when a mule has made 
up his mind that he won't be stam- 
peded all the artillery of heaven and 
earth combined cannot budge him an 
inch.

Commlasloner'A Report Mhoivs That Many 
AgrlcnlturaUats Are Coming To America. 


The commissioner of immigration 


has submitted to the treasury depart- 
ment his annual report for the fiscal 
year ending July 1, 189B, and it shows 
that the average number of immi- 
grants arriving from foreign lands is 
at the rate of a thousand a day—Sun- 
days and holidays excluded—or nearly 
312,000 
for the preceding 
twelve 


months, an increase of 33 per cent, over 
the figures of the previous year. Im- 
migration into the United States fluc- 
tuates from year to year, the deter- 
mining factors in the totals being 
good or bad times in the United States, 
and warlike or pacific times abroad. 
The Italian immigration of the past 
f cnty-five years has been due in a 
great measure to the enforcement of 
conscription in Italy and it is a well- 
established rule that, when economic 
conditions are unfavorable in the 
United States, the immigratiin falls 
off, to revive when time' improve. 


The most noticeable feature of the 


immigration during the last fiscal year 
is the fact that a larger n'umber of 
agriculturalists are coming than here- 
tofore, and there is a corresponding 
decrease in the number of unskilled 
laborers or factory employees. The 
largest increase has been in the num- 
ber of Finnish immigrants. Nearly all 
of th?m are farmers, dissatisfied with 
their political condition abroad since 
the Russian government began tho 
process of Russianizing the piodnce 
The Finns are good farmers and they 
are, moreover, farmers accustomed to 
labor in districts in which the climatic 
conditions are unfavorable. Many of 
them are seeking homes here iu the 
west and northwest, but a few have 
gone to the upper counties of New 
York state and to the Michigan penin- 
sula. From Hungary, too, many are 
coming from the agricultural districts 
and fewer to work in mines and fac- 
tories. 


The overwhelming majority of im- 


migrants come, of course.from Europe, 
nearly 300,000 of the total of 313,000, 
though there has been an increase in 
the number of immigrants from Asiatic 
countries. From 
Africa, 
Australia 


and South America there are practical- 
ly no immigrants. It is poin ted out in 
the report of the commissioner of im- 
migration that a considerable number 
of the newcomers do not appear in the 
treasury figures—newcomers from Can- 
ada and Mexico—who, residing on or 
near the border, come into the United 
States without the formality of regis- 
tration, sometimes expecting to re- 
main for a short time. This is espe- 
cially true of French Canadians on the 
northern New England border and of 
Mexicans on the boundary line of Tex- 
as and Southern California. Some of 
the French Canadians and the largest 
number of the Mexican newcomers are 
either farmers or familiar with work

"The decline of immigration may be

'European paupers,' but it is not so 
easy to account for the diminished 
rate of natural increase. 
We must 


suppose either a higher death rate or 
a lower birth rate, and the former is 
the more probable, in view of the ex- 
ceedingly rapid growth of urban popu- 
lation, while there is no reason to 
suppose a declining birth rate. 
In 


fact, to judge by European countries, 
the birth rate of towns is usually 
higher than that of rural districts. 
It may be well here to observe that,

HIS OWN PORTRAIT. 


HOTT an ArtUt PnlntM a Pivtnrc of 


Him.,,-If. 


It has been a common practice with 


artists of all ages and countries to 
paint their own pictures, and at the 
Ufflzi gallery in Klori-uce can be seen n 
magnificent collect'ion of portraits of 
the world's great painters done by 
themselves. It is a coveted honor to be 
invited to contribute one's own portrait 
to this collection, for one must be emi- 
nent before this compliment is paid. As 
may be easily understood, painting 
one's own portiait is a somewhat trou- 
blesome task, for the painter must do 
a good deal from memory, especially 
If he puts himself In an attitude which 
It is dinicult to r-llect in a mirror. A 
straightforward portrait looking out of 
the picture is obviously the easiest to 
manage, for the paiaier has only to 
place the mirror in front of him to see 
his model. 


Triple and quadruple mirrors must 


be employed when the attitude is in 
any way removed fiom full face. A 
profile would be more difficult to si-e 
for oneself, but a three-quarter face 
would be no less so. as in both cases 
the artist would be workina from a re- 
flection of a reflection, which, to say 
the least of it, is a bothering condition. 


The looking at oneself for a Ions 


time is one of the strange and trying 
conditions of painting one's own por- 
trait, for diflifiilties and complexities 
appear to grow the more one tries to 
grapple with them. Like the road to 
the tired 
traveler, which seems to 


lengthen as he cows, so the dilHcultlcs 
of painting oneself appear to Increase 
rather than diminish the more one 
looks at oneself. 


Apart from painting one's one por- 


trait, artists largely draw from them- 
selves, for a man can more easily as- 


oie a particular attitude thau get 


another person to do so. Then for de- 
tails, such as a hand. arm. nose. eye. 
the artist and a mirror supply all that 
is required. Another of the many uses 
of a mirror is to reverse the work dur- 
ing its progress, as reversing a draw- 
ing will often reveal an awkwardness, 
want of balance or faulty drawing, 
which might otherwise go undetected.

A CORN SHOCK BINDER. 


It Mote, a Strnlclit. Compact Shock 


antl Suw» Twiite. 


Take a round hard wood stick—hick- 


ory or ash Is best—IV- iucbes in diam- 
eter and ±y> feet long and with a draw- 
ing knife sharpen oue end to a tapering 
point. 


On tie other end fasten a stout hard 


wood crank. Exactly in the center of 
B piece of wagon felly bore a hole just 
large enough to permit the round stick

to turn freely when inserted. Round 
off the Inner corner at both ends and 
bore an inch hole diagonally through 
the felly at each end. Plane the felly 
smooth and round off all sharp corners 
to avoid wearing the rope. Procure 12 
to 15 feet of half inch rope anil tie a 
knot in one end aud wrap the other 
with soft wire. 


Bore a small hole through the round 


Etick about three inches from the crank 
and put a light iron ring about two inch- 
es in diameter on your rope. Double a 
piece of strong soft wire aud insert it 
in the hole through the round piece. 
Put the rope through the loop iu the 
wire, drawing the knot up to the loop. 
Theu wrap the rope half way round 
the stick and fasten with the wire, 
leaving the ring between the two fas- 
tenings. 


Now tie a ring about an inch in diam- 


eter on one end of a short piece of 
strong cord and tie the other end 
through the hole In the felly that comes 
on the left baud bide when the binder 
is in use. This cord should be just long 
enough to reach the end of the crank 
handle, as its use is to prevent the 
crank from unwinding while the twine 
is being adjusted around the shock. 
Drive a small wire nail a short dis- 
tance into the upper side of the felly 
near the left hand end and bend the 
top so as to form a hook. Your ma- 
chin is now complete. 


Slip the fully piece on tlie round stick 


with the concave side from you, thread 
the rope through the hole in right 
hand end and thrust the sharp end 
through the shock at the height you 
wish the band. Take hold of the rope, 
walk round the shock witli it, thread 
through the hole in the left hand end, 
and through the ring fastened to the 
round stick draw up all slack aud tie 
with a bowknot. 


Now turn the crank until you have 


squeezed the shock as tightly as you 
•wish and slip the small ring attached 
to the cord over the end of the crank 
handle to prevent unwinding. Tie a 
loop in the end of your binding twine, 
catch It on the hook on top of the felly 
piece antl walk around the shock, tak- 
ing care to keep the twine close to and 
above the rope. When you have found 
the length required, cut the twine, slip 
the end through the loop, draw taut 
and tie. 


This may seem a little complicated, 


About a few hours' practice will enable 
any one to do the work rapidly. 


The correspondent wlio originally de- 


scribed this device, substantially as 
here repeated. In The Farm, Field and 
Fireside says its principal advantage 
lies iu the quality of the work per- 
formed. 
Drawing equally trom both 


sides, it makes a very compact shock, 
which keeps out rain aud snow. 
It 


makes tlie shock stand up and saves 
twine.

A HOMEMADE CORN CUTTER. 


A It.AHMis Man'* S:::>]tle unit Satisfac- 


tory ArrniiKfmcllt. 


The day for cutting corn by hand is 


almost past. There are a number of 
machines on the market, but we have 
not found one more satisfactory than a 
homemade cutter we have been usiu^. 
The sled is made with runners 6 feet 
long and '1% feet wide. The platform 
is made of inch boards and extends 13 
Inches on the right or knife side. The 
sled is an easy loud for oue horse. The 
whiflletrces are attached to the iron 
rod C, Fig. 1. The sled is also lilted 
with shafts. 
These can be made ot 


any light timber. Straight poles ore 
what we use. llore a hole through oue 
pud to pass the rod 0 through. These 
are to pi event the horse from backing 
into the knife. 


The knife A is about two feet in 


length and is securely bolted to the 
sled at each end. It can be made of 
an old plowshare or a heavy scythe, 
or a blacksmith can make one. The 
ease in cutting lies iu getting this knife 
en the sled at the light slant. 
The 


front end should be bolted to the 2 by 
4 brace. B. shown by dotted lines; the 
other, 13 inches out from the runner to 
the other brace. D. 
The outer cud 


should be a trifle the higher and the 
edge of the ku:ic turned up a little, so 
that the weight of the sled will help 
cut the corn. A box, E. fastened on, 
serves as a seat for the one cutting Uie 
corn. The horse should be gentle and 
will need little nttciition, as it walks iu 
the corn row. As the stalks are cut off

AN INDIAN DETECTIVE. 


Sioux Scoat Who Was a Genius In Ground 


Reading. 


Arkiehitu, a typical Indian, was chief 
out at Fort Sisseton. Dakota, in 1882. 


Although he Imew English' well, he 


eld the old Indian hatred of Its use, 
nd would never speak it except under 
xtraordlnory circumstances. He stood 
bout five feet nine inches In height, 
as slender, but wiry, and was about 


years of age. Ordinarily he was 


ow and sedate In his actions—very 
gnificd; but when the necessity arose, 
e could be as quick as a flash, and 
ad, like every Indian on the iiortk- 
estern plains, a pair of eyes that 
mid equal any fieldglass. 
His services—for he had been em- 
oyed as a scout for some years—had 


jeen very valuable to the government, 


d, in recognition of this faot, the offl- 


er in command had secured authority 
om the war department to promote 
in to the rauk of sergeant; eouse- 
aently he went around in a neat uul- 
irra with chevrons and stripes, very 
uch impressed with his own impor- 
uce, which he considered second only 
that of the commaiifliug officer; and 


e tool; care tliat every one else also 
ionic! respect his rank and dignity. 
As his native name is the Sioux for 
soldier," it is easily seen why he was 


named; hut he had still another 


name, which the Indians had given
